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President touts war plan, energy reform in State of the Union 


WASHINGTON | President Bush, confronting 
a skeptical Congress and American public, 
struck back Tuesday at opponents of send- 
ing more troops to the war. He asserted that 
“America must not fail in Iraq” and insisted 
his plan offered the best chance of success. 

Facing a major political showdown over 
his strategy, Bush said in remarks prepared 
for his State of the Union address that “the 
consequences of failure would be grievous 
and far reaching.” 

In his address, Bush sought to revive his 


troubled presidency with proposals to expand 


health insurance coverage and slash gaso- 
line consumption by 20 percent in 10 years. 
But the war was issue No. 1. 

Bush was hampered by his lowest approv- 
al ratings in polls as he prepared to speak 
before the first Democratic House and Senate 
in 12 years. 

“Congress has changed but our responsi- 
bilities have not,” the president said. “We are 
not the first to come here with government 
divided and uncertainty in the air. Like many 


before us, we can work 
through our differences 
and achieve big things for 
the American people.” 
The administration 
sought to make Bush’s 
energy initiatives — in par- 
ticular a 20 percent cut in 
gasoline usage by 2017 — 
an eye-catching centerpiece of his address. “It 
is in our vital interest to diversify America’s 
energy supply, and the way forward is through 
technology,” Bush said.

Watergate Figure Hunt Dead at 88 


Ex-CIA officer helped 
organize break-in that 
led to Nixon’s downfall 


MIAMI | E. Howard Hunt, who 
helped organize the Watergate 
break-in that led to the greatest 
scandal in American political his- 
tory and the downfall of Richard 
Nixon’s presidency, died Tuesday. 
He was 88. 

Hunt died after a lengthy bout 
of pneumonia, according to his son, 
Austin Hunt. 


The elder Hunt was many 
things: World War II soldier, CIA 
officer, organizer of both a Gua- 
temalan coup 
and the botched 
Bay of Pigs inva- 
sion, and author 
of more than 
80 books, many 
from the spy- 
tale genre. 

Yet the bulk 
of his notoriety came from the one 
thing he always insisted he wasn’t 
— a Watergate burglar. He often 


said he preferred the term “Water- 
gate conspirator.” 

“T will always be called a Water- 
gate burglar, even though I was 
never in the damn place,” Hunt 
told the Miami Herald in 1997. 
“But it happened. Now I have to 
make the best of it.” 

While working for the CIA, Hunt 
recruited four of the five actual bur- 
glars — Bernard Barker, Virgilio 
Gonzalez, Rolando Eugenio Mar- 
tinez and Frank Sturgis, who all had 
worked for Hunt a decade earlier in 
the Bay of Pigs invasion. (ap) 


Congressional 
Pensions at Risk 


WASHINGTON | Lawmakers convicted 
of crimes such as bribery, fraud and 
perjury will be stripped of their con- 
gressional pensions under legislation 
the House passed Tuesday in the lat- 
est effort by Congress to refurbish 
its scandal-scarred image. 

The 431-0 House vote comes just 
four days after former Rep. Bob Ney, 
R-Ohio, received a 30-month prison 
term for taking political favors from 
disgraced lobbyist Jack Abramoff. 
The House bill, like its Senate coun-

Libby Cast as a Scapegoat 


Defense opens case by 
arguing White House 
was protecting Rove 


WASHINGTON | Top White House 
officials tried to blame vice presi- 
dential aide I. Lewis “Scooter” Libby 
for the 2003 leak of a CLA operative’s 
identity to protect President Bush’s 
political strategist, Karl Rove, Libby's 
defense attorney said Tuesday as the 
aide’s perjury trial began. 

Libby is accused of lying to 
FBI agents, who began investi- 
gating after syndicated columnist 
Robert Novak revealed that a Bush 
administration critic, Joseph Wil- 
son, was married to CIA operative 
Valerie Plame. 

When the leak investigation was 
begun, White House officials pub- 
licly cleared Rove of wrongdoing 
but stopped short of doing so for 
Libby. Libby, who had been asked 
to counter Wilson’s criticisms, felt 
betrayed and sought out his boss, 
Vice President Dick Cheney, lawyer 
Theodore Wells said. 
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|. Lewis “Scooter” Libby, the former chief of staff for Vice President Dick Cheney, 
and his wife, Harriet Grant, arrive for his trial in Washington on Tuesday. 


“Theyre trying to set me up. They 
want me to be the sacrificial lamb,” 
Wells said, recalling Libby's end of the 
conversation. “I will not be sacrificed 
so Karl Rove can be protected.” 

Rove was one of two sources for 
Novak’s story. The other was then- 
Deputy Secretary of State Richard 


Armitage. Nobody, including Rove 
and Armitage, has been charged 
with the leak. Libby is accused of 
lying to investigators and obstruct- 
ing the probe into the leak. 

The White House declined to 
comment on the ongoing Libby

But he chose a dangerous path by 
making public statements about 
the mass killings of Armenians by 
Turks in the early 20th century — 
remarks that landed him in court 
and drew death threats. 

Police were questioning seven 
suspects in the slaying, including 
a teenager, Ogun Samast, who 
authorities said has confessed to 
the shooting, and Yasin Hayal, a 
nationalist militant. (ap)

Kills 5 Americans 


Craft owned by U.S. 
firm reportedly shot 
down over Sunni area 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Insurgent fighters 
pressed their surprising and bloody 
new offensive in the capital Tuesday 
when a private U.S. security com- 
pany helicopter crashed as it flew 
over a dangerous Sunni neighbor- 
hood in central Baghdad during a 
gunbattle, a senior Iraqi military 
official said. U.S. officials said five 
Americans on board were killed. 
The Iraqi official said the aircraft 
was brought down by a machine 
gunner over the Fadhil neighbor- 
hood on the east side of the Tigris 
River. A U.S. military official in 
Washington, however, said there 
was no indication in initial reports 
that the aircraft, owned by Blackwa- 
ter USA, had been shot down. 
Asecond U.S. official in Bagh- 


dad said the five killed were Amer- 
icans. All the officials demanded 
anonymity because the details had 
not been made public. 

The U.S. military also announced 
three more troop deaths, a Marine 
killed Sunday and two soldiers killed 
on Monday that raised the three- 
day toll since Saturday to 31. 

The first two weeks of January 
had been surprisingly calm in the 
capital. 

But what were believed to be 
al-Qaeda in Iraq-linked militants 
brought the peaceful period to an 
abrupt end on Jan. 16 when they 
bombed two buses at al-Mustansi- 
riya University as classes were let- 
ting out, killing at least 70. 

Iraqi police and morgue offi- 
cials, meanwhile, reported at least 
52 people were killed in sectarian 
violence on Tuesday, including 27 
bodies that were dumped in Bagh-

China Confirms Anti-Satellite Test 


BEIJING | China confirmed Tues- 
day it conducted an anti-satellite 
weapons test, nearly two weeks after 
the event prompted questions about 
Beijing’s motives. 

Both Washington and Tokyo 
have expressed concern over the 
Jan. 11 test in which China used 
a missile to shoot down one of its 


own old weather satellites. 

In China’s first public comment 
about the test, Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Liu Jianchao said Bei- 
jing has shown a “responsible atti- 
tude” by offering explanations to the 
U.S. and Japan and insisted Beijing 
has all along “upheld the peaceful 
use of outer space.” (ap)

Study Finds One 
In 10 HS Football 
Players Obese 


FOOTBALL | Researchers at Iowa 
State University found nearly half 
of the offensive and defensive line- 
men playing on Iowa high school 
teams qualify as overweight, and 
one in 10 meet medical standards 
for severe obesity. 

“These are 15- and 16-year-old 
boys that have a weight and body- 
mass... that as they enter adulthood 
puts many at a very adverse health 
condition,” said Dr. Joe Eisenmann, 
co-author of the study and a professor 
in pediatric exercise physiology. 

The study appears in Wednes- 
day’s Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association. 

Researchers believe the study is 
one of the first — and most com- 
prehensive — appraisals of obesity 
in high school football. (ar)

Jump into Mexican 
culture with a trip 
to see Lucha Libre 


SOUTH OF THE BORDER | A masked 
Aztec god, the muscles of his chest 
outlined in black tattoos, launches 
from the top rope of the ring, glit- 
tering feathers streaming from his 
costume. 

Below, a pair of little people in 
yellow spandex hold down another 
masked wrestler in a spread-eagle 
position. The flying Aztec flips and 
plunges through the thin fog of dry 
ice hovering over the mat. He lands 
with a thwack and the crowd groans 
with pleasure at the sight of a per- 
fectly executed desnucadora (power 
bomb neck breaker). 

The Aztec rolls his opponent 
onto his back and the referee slaps 
the mat: “Uno, dos, tres...!” Still, it’s 
not over. Using his knee, the Aztec 
shoves his opponent’s face into the 
mat; with one hand he pulls his vic- 
tim’s head back into a quebradora de 
a caballo (camel clutch chin lock), 
and with the other hand tugs the 
man’s mask away, dealing a death 
blow ... to the loser’s pride. 

It’s just another night of Lucha 
Libre, Mexico’s in-your-face brand 
of professional wrestling. Lucha 
Libre which translates to “free fight- 
ing,” is second only to soccer as the 
country’s most popular sport. The 
use of masks mimics traditions of 
the original Aztecs, who wore them 
into battle to inspire fear, and has 
been popular since the sport began 
in Mexico City in the 1930s. 

Today, you can find masked war- 
riors duking it out almost anywhere

in Mexico on almost any night of 
the week. All major cities, includ- 
ing Guadalajara, Monterrey and 
Tijuana, have at least one venue 
for matches with wrestlers from 
the two major professional leagues, 
the CMLL and the AAA. 

The best place to take in the 
action is Arena Mexico in Mexi- 
co City. Known as the Catedral de 
Lucha Libre, it’s the CMLL'’s home 
base and the most prestigious wres- 
tling stadium in Mexico, hosting big 
name stars and the truest-to-tradi- 
tion fights. Matches generally take 
place on Friday, start at 8:30 p.m., 
and last until around 11:00. 

Part of the fun is deciphering all 
of Lucha Libre’s uniquely detailed 
rules. Whatever arena you choose, 
fellow fans include everyone from 


middle-class families with kids to 
masked older men with dates in tow. 
Dolled-up teenage girls scream for the 
oiled-up técnicos (heroes) who strut 
in accompanied by buxom, bikini- 
clad dancers. Matches are fought tag- 
team style; the teams can be made up 
of a combination of men and women, 
including minis (little people). 
Thanks to an enthusiastic fan 
base and a growing industry, it’s 
remarkably easy to track down 
a match. The CMLL web site, 
cmll.com, lists upcoming events 
in Mexico. In each Mexican town, 
promoters place ads for matches 
in newspapers and the magazines 
Lucha 2000 and Boxy Lucha, as well 
as on the chat boards of TV stations 
Univision and Galavision. eowarp

Magical Movies 


Oscar nominates a 
broad range of films 
— with no clear leader 


PICK ME! | The musical “Dream- 
girls” led Academy Awards con- 
tenders Tuesday with eight nom- 
inations, but was shut out in the 
best picture category. “Babel” was 


close behind with seven, including 
best picture and acting honors for 
two newcomers to U.S. audienc- 
es, Mexico’s Adriana Barraza and 
Japan’s Rinko Kikuchi, as well 
as a best director nomination for 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu. The 
gothic fairy tale “Pan’s Labyrinth” 
had six nominations, including best 
foreign-language film. 


Other best-picture nominees 
included “The Departed,” “Letters 
From Iwo Jima,” “Little Miss Sun- 
shine” and “The Queen.” 

Going into nominations day, 
the best-picture competition 
looked unusually wide open, with 
no consensus on a favorite to bring 
home the Oscar on Feb. 25. 

The best-actress category fea- 


tured a record 14th nomination 
for two-time Oscar winner Meryl 
Streep in “The Devil Wears Prada.” 
Also nominated was Helen Mirren 
in “The Queen,” Penelope Cruz in 
“Volver,” Judi Dench in “Notes on a 
Scandal” and Kate Winslet in “Lit- 
tle Children.” 

Best-actor nominees were Forest 
Whitaker in “The Last King of Scot- 
land,” Leonardo DiCaprio in “Blood 
Diamond,” Ryan Gosling in “Half 
Nelson,” Peter O’Toole in “Venus” 
and Will Smith in “The Pursuit of 
Happyness.” 

“The Departed” marks Mar- 
tin Scorsese’s return to the cops- 
and-mobsters genre and is consid- 
ered his best shot to finally win an 
Oscar. Inarritu and Scorsese were 
joined in the best-director catego- 
ry by Clint Eastwood for “Letters 
from Iwo Jima,” Stephen Frears for 
“The Queen” and Paul Greengrass 
for “United 93.” 

Oscar voters snubbed comedian 
Sacha Baron Cohen for “Borat,” how- 
ever, he did get a nomination for best 
adapted screenplay for “Borat.” The 
comedy front did bring supporting 
nominations for Alan Arkin and Abi- 
gail Breslin in “Little Miss Sunshine,” 
though the film’s leads — Greg Kin- 
near, Toni Collette and Steve Carell 
— were overlooked. 

The supporting actor catego- 
ry also includes Mark Wahlberg 
in “The Departed,” and the sup- 
porting actress nominees include 
Jennifer Hudson for “Dreamgirls” 
and Cate Blanchett for “Notes on a

Richard A. Clarke’s 
new book is fiction 
— but just barely 


CYBER CZAR | Former White House 
counterterrorism czar Richard A.

Clarke’s second thriller, “Break- 
point,” depicts America under a 
cyber siege set by shadowy ene- 
mies and follows a pair of feds 
as they race to uncover the per- 
petrators before escalating ten- 
sions between the U.S. and China 


result in war. 

Clarke said that although “Break- 
point” is set five years in the future 
and details innovations that seem 
fantastic, he doesn’t consider the 
book science fiction, “because 
these are all real technologies that 
are being developed.”

Henry Louis Gates Jr. hosted the 
four-part series “African Ameri- 
can Lives,” using oral history, fami- 
ly anecdotes, legal documents, gene- 
alogy and DNA analysis to trace the 
roots of several prominent African- 
Americans. 

Gates returns with a one-hour 
special concentrating on the fam- 
ily and genealogy of only one star, 
or rather the one-and-only star.

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The Bushes go for 
an all-American feel 
when eating at home 


More than 30 heads of state, the 
nation’s governors and a prince, 
among countless others, have dined 
there with President Bush, on such 
delectables as rack of lamb with pis- 
tachio nut crust, celery broth with 
crispy shrimp and warm pear souf- 
fle with caramel sauce and choco- 
late macaroons. 

It’s the White House, where only 
the best of anything is expected. 

So, just how good are the 
menus? 

The Associated Press asked 
a half dozen chefs, caterers and 
other foodies to press their noses 
up against the White House kitch- 
en windows, so to speak, and size 
up the offerings as best they could 
without — alas — getting to taste 
them. 

Most reviewers praised the

But Tim Zagat, familiar to those 
who use his city-specific restaurant 
guides, said the menus were “kind 
of strange” and full of “incongruous 
combinations that I’m surprised to 
see on a menu.” 

“I would be very happy to have a 
dish of Maryland blue crab or a dish 
of Meyer lemon soup or a spinach 
spaetzle with something that was

seafood ... and meat, appropri- 
ate condiments and great use of 
American food products.” 

“American cuisine has evolved 
in such a big way” that “there’s no 
need to do French cuisine at the 
White House unless you have the 
French ambassador,” he said 

Long before Comerford, the White 
House kitchen was run by French or 
French-trained chefs who served — 
what else? — French food. 

Even the menus were written 
in French. Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton ended that tradition in 1994 by 
hiring Walter Scheib III to serve 
regional American food, a focus 


compatible with it,” he said. “But to 
have all three at the same time is a 
little bit incongruous.” 

That trio opened a White 
House dinner last February for 
governors. 

Such elaborate meals are pre- 
pared by executive chef Cristeta 
Comerford. She also whips up 
more basic and casual fare in her 
role as chief cook for the president 
and his family. 


First lady Laura Bush, Comer- 
ford and social secretary Lea Berman 
collaborate to develop a menu based 
on the first lady's ideas. Comerford 
is “just wonderful,” Susan Whitson, 
Laura Bush’s spokeswoman, said on 
a voicemail message. “We can’t say 
enough good things about her.” 

Chef Henry Dinardo, who opened 
Windows Catering in Alexandria, 
Va., nearly 20 years ago, said the 
menus show “good balance between 


Laura Bush has continued. 

Scheib, who left in 2005, was 
succeeded by Comerford, his deputy 
for 10 years. She debuted in Novem- 
ber 2005 with a headline-grabbing 
dinner for 130 in honor of Britain’s 
Prince Charles and Camilla. 

“She's done a great job of serv- 
ing American food, which is what I 
think should be served. It’s the White 
House,’ said Ris Lacoste, former chef 
at 1789.

One year after she left home in search 
of better fortunes, Miss America has 
gone totally Hollywood. 

She has her own reality TV show 
and a catchy new ringtone, and she’s 
giving away cash to lucky viewers. 
She's competing in a “pageant” again, 
rather than the politically correct 
and, some say, boring “scholarship 
program” of the past. 

After years of struggling for rel- 
evance and viewers, the Miss Amer- 
ica Pageant and its cable network 
host are attempting to market the 
beauty contest back into the Ameri- 
can cultural conscience. 

“There was a time when everyone 
knew Miss America’s name, but the 
brand has slipped a little,” said Sam 
Haskell, a former executive at the 
William Morris Agency and now 
chairman of the board of directors

of the Atlantic City, N.J.-based Miss 
America Organization. 

“We thought it was time to repol- 
ish the brand.” 

There are few who would argue 
the aging beauty queen doesn’t need 
the help. After years as a Saturday- 
night television event, the pageant 
hemorrhaged viewers in the 1990s, 
eventually losing its network con- 
tract in 2004. Country Music Tele- 
vision picked her up and moved her 
to Las Vegas last year, hoping the 
hype would draw new viewers. 

The move, though considered by 
some as a blow to Atlantic City and 
the die-hard volunteers — pageani- 
stas — who drive the operation, gen- 
erally was viewed as a success. 


The pageant was aired a com- 
bined 20 times on CMT, owned by 
Viacom Inc.’s MTV Networks, and 
its sister network VH1. Although 
just 3.1 million viewers watched the 
show live — less than one-third the 


viewers it last found on ABC — a 
total of 36 million people saw the 
show, including the replays. 

“You can't stay status quo in this 
day and age or you get left behind,” 
said Maris Schad, the volunteer 


executive director of the Miss 
Nebraska state pageant. “You've got 
to find out what the public wants 
and try and do alittle tweaking that 
catches their interest.” 

This year’s marketing campaign 
amounts to more than atweak. CMT, 
reaching 83 million households, will 
have run more than nine hours of 
Miss America-related programming 
before the 52 contestants take the 
stage for the Jan. 29 crowning at the 
Aladdin hotel-casino, itself also in 
the middle of a rebranding to the 
Planet Hollywood casino. 

The TV blitz includes “Total 
Access: Miss America,” a behind- 
the-scenes look at life under the 
crown, and a “Greatest Miss Amer- 
ica Moments” special. 

The new lineup also features a 
reality TV special, “Pageant School: 
Becoming Miss America,” shot in 
Los Angeles and scheduled to air 
in the days before the pageant on 
CMT, VH1, MTV and Logo. The 
show follows the women through 
a regimen of training tips impart- 
ed by former winners and pageant 
“challenges” that present unantici- 
pated obstacles, such as the ques- 
tion posed to Miss Nebraska: “Ifyou 
could have one superpower, what 
would it be and why?” 

“I would like to have a photo- 
genic memory,” she replied, flash- 
ing an unknowing pageant smile.

Metrobus Service Reliability Improves During Last Six Months 


Metrobus reliability increased significantly in the first six months of 
fiscal year 2007 (July 1, 2006 to December 31, 2006), resulting in 
improved customer service for the region’s 450,000 weekday riders. 


In December 2006, the “mean distance between failure rate” (a 
standard transit measurement) was 8,618 miles, a 13 percent 
increase over November 2006, and a 36 percent increase from December 
2005. Through the first six months of fiscal year 2007, the rate was 6,434 
miles, compared to 4,678 miles through the first six months of fiscal year 2006, a 37 


percent increase. 


“Last year we took several steps in the right direction to improve Metrobus service and 
we are beginning to see those changes make a difference,” says Jack Requa, Metro’s 

Acting General Manager. “The breakdowns have been dramatically reduced due to the 
recent addition of 417 new buses, which entered service last year, lowering the average 


age of our Metrobuses to 6.6 years.” 


The decrease in service failures and the reduction rate in the number of lost trips can be 
attributed to several initiatives. These include an improved preventive maintenance program, 
increasing diagnostic training for mechanics and increasing the use of technology on newer 
buses that inform operators and mechanics of potential problems before they develop.

Shake Up Baking 


Daring hues and 
non-traditional 
toppers enliven 
wedding cakes 


Selecting the most important des- 
sert of one’s life used to be a simple 
procedure. After all, wedding cakes 
were always three things: round, 
tiered and white. But the classic 
bride and groom topper has toppled 
from its former popularity, shapes 
are shifting and color is creeping 
in. It’s a whole new world of bridal 
baked goods, which means engaged 
couples have their work (and several 
layered slices) cut out for them. 

“The cake is my number three or 
four priority, somewhere after the 
venue and flowers. I want some- 
thing that stands out,” said 27- 
year-old Saleena Jain while flipping 
through books of pictures during 
an open house at Silver Spring’s 
Creative Cakes two weeks ago. 
“T like the idea of tiers connected 
with a bridge.” 

A similar passion for personal- 
ization is spreading, noted Narcisa 
Vieira- Castillo of Cakes Unique 
(703-533-0649, cakes-unique. 
com), whose specialty is fantasti- 
cal creations. “People are thinking 
about the cake as an integral part 
of the theme,” she explained. “They 
want cakes in different shapes. I 
had one client who wanted one in 
the shape of the Guggenheim.” 

It’s hip to be square, accord- 
ing to Spencer Biles, owner of 
Creative Cakes (8814 Brookville 
Rd., Silver Spring; 301-587-1599; 
creativecakes.com). His offerings 
include confections resembling 
stacks of boxes topped with ribbon, 
or clients can slip a square tier or 
two into a traditional round cake. 
And at the Great Bridal Expo at the 
Renaissance Hotel downtown ear- 
lier this month, 29-year-old bride- 
to-be Rhacquel Munsayac gushed 
about going hexagonal with her 
raspberry-filled almond cake: “It’s 
a Martha Stewart-type thing.” 

Even when couples stick to cir- 
cular styles, they’re often bold about 
hue. “People aren't afraid of color 
anymore,” said Leslie Goldman- 
Poyourow of Fancy Cakes By

Chris Spinosa, head baker at the 
U Street location, said couples are 
going the cupcake route to offer 
guests a greater variety of flavors. 
Plus, it helps that they average out 
to $2.75 each, a bargain considering 
the bakery’s wedding cakes start at 
$4.50 per person. 

Lori Hodo, who spotted a cup- 
cake tree at the Creative Cakes 
open house, was intrigued. “I like 
the idea, but it’s hard to cut a cup- 
cake together,” she said.

Brides looking 
for romantic 
gowns think 
the lace is ace 


So many brides love tradition 
and romance. They love dancing 
and cake, and they love lace. 
“Every bride wants to look like 
Cinderella,” said Mark Badgley, 
half of the design duo Badgley 
Mischka. “They might come 
in with crazy ideas about their 
gown, but it always goes back to 
something traditional, gorgeous, a 


Grace Kelly sort of number.” 

Adds partner James Mischka: 
“Almost every bride wants to look 
pretty and traditional, even the 
most avant-garde rock ’n’ roll 
chick. Lace covers both ends of 
the spectrum.” 

As a fabric, designers said, deli- 
cate lace is surprisingly adaptable. It 
can be used in a classic silhouette — 
Badgley Mischka’s cap-sleeve gown 
in sheer Chantilly lace, for exam- 
ple, with a chiseled bodice and lace 
godets at the hem to give the dress 
volume — or something edgier: 
perhaps designer Melissa Sweet’s 
“patchwork” lace dress, a collage 
of seven kinds of lace. 


“This is about how lace does not 
look like your mother’s wedding 
dress,” explains Sweet, who said 
she’s drawn to the fabric because 
it’s romantic, but tries to use it in 
modern, unexpected ways. 

Sweet notes that lace has been a 
trend in ready-to-wear collections 
the past few seasons, which ultimate- 
ly influences the bridal market. 

“Lace is feminine and airy and 
romantic, and that’s how you feel 
when you wear lace,” said designer 
Amsale Aberra. And, she adds, it 
also can be very sexy. 

Aberra just put the finishing 
touches on an Amsale gown that 
she said has the grandness of a ball-

gown but, because of its bare back, 
is equally sensual. “It’s a gown you'd 
expect from charmeuse but not lace, 
yet it’s the perfect combination.” 
Mostly, Aberra uses lace to 
help define the area the bride 
most wants to highlight, whether 
it’s her bust, midriff or hemline. “I 


like this mix of modern traditional. 
Lace symbolizes a wedding dress 
— no question about it — and when 
it’s done right, it’s so beautiful but 
it also can be unexpected.” 

Lace became standard in bridal 
attire in the 19th century when it 
was wildly popular in all of fash- 
ion, according to Valerie Steele,

director of the Museum at the 
Fashion Institute of Technology 
in Manhattan. 

“People were crazy for lace. ... 
People really knew their lace. You 
could tell handmade lace from 
machine-made lace. That’s all got- 
ten blurry now,’ Steele said. 

The popularity of machine-made 
lace — no matter how good it was 
— might have led to lace’s decline 
around the turn of the 20th century 
by degrading its value. 

In addition, fashion moves in 
cycles; while lace was part of the 
“delicate and peekaboo aesthetic” of 
the 19th century, the 20th century 
quickly embraced a more revealing 
look, eschewing lace for bare skin. 
And fewer people had maids and 
servants to hand-wash the lace, 
Steele said, leading it to fall fur- 
ther out of favor. 

Women were charmed by the 
femininity of lace, however, and 
it soon started to appear on linge- 
rie, eveningwear and then again on 
bridal gowns. 

An all-over lace gown will cost 
you, though. Lace is expensive, even 
the machine-made type, because 
it’s labor intensive and delicate. Not 
that most brides care. 

“Brides are willing to pay what- 
ever it takes to look fabulous,” Moore 
said. SAMANTHA CRITCHELL (AP) 
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
